noon. 
The hearing was expected to give 
the first real inkling of th© defense 
of Arbuckle against the charge of 
the state that he, by 
an 
attack, 
caused injuries, which resulted in 
the 
death 
of 
beautful 
Virginia 
Rappe, “best dressed woman of the 
movies." 
Today the defense has maintain­ 
ed an impenetrable silence but with 
cross examination of tho witnesses 
to be placed on the stand by the 
state in an effort to secure commit­ 
ment of Arbuckle to the trial be­ 
fore, the superior court for murder 
the determined battle to 
free 
the 
former film star wa3 to be under 
way. 
The morning was spent in fever­ 
ish preparation for the opening of 
the hearing. 
Frank 
Dominguez, 
chief of counsel for the defense, ar­ 
rived from Los Angeles and plung­ 
ed into conference with his associ­ 
ates, Milton 
Cohen and 
Charles 
H. Brennan. 
On the same train came Al Sem- 
nacher, manager of the dead film 
actress, whose story before a Los 
Angeles grand jury yesterday 
in­ 
jected a now sensation 
into 
the 
case. Semnacher was taken before 
Dltrict Attorney Brady for further 
questioning as his sworn statement 
that Arbuckle had 
admitted 
the 
commission of an act against Vir­ 
ginia Rappe which might have re­ 
sulted in her illness. 
Arbuckle^ alleged admission was 
made, according- to Semnacher in 
the presence 
of 
Fred 
Fiahback, 
Lowell Sherman and Harry McCul­ 
lough. 
Fishback has already been ques­ 
tioned regarding it and made, ac­ 
cording to Brady, “an evasive re­ 
ply.’' 
To . newspapermen, 
however, 
Fishfoack passed the lie 
to 
Sem- 
nacher’s statement point blank, de­ 
nying that Arbuckle had ever dis­ 
cussed in his presence what 
took 
place in the hotel room. 
Lowell Sherman was apparently 
beyond questioning. 
No word has been received from 
Sherman by District Attorney Brady 
since his disappearance on a train 
bound for New York City. A report 
was current here that Sherman was 
enroute for Europe when he 
left 
Los Angeles for the east. 
District Attorney Brady however, 
was of the opinion that 
Sherman 
would return as a witness. Should 
he fail to do so voluntarily, it was 
intimated an indictment will bring 
about his extradition. 
Harry 
McCullough, 
Arbuckle’s 
chauffeur was to be questioned re­ 
garding his knowledge of the alleg­ 
ed Arbuckle admission. 
District Attorney Brady planned 
a brisk presentation of 
his 
case 
against Arbuckle. 
He anticipated 
that one full day would enable him 
to lay his case before Police Judge 
Sylvian Lazarus. As 
an 
evidence 
that he expected the 
defense 
to 
tnako strenuous efforts to free Ar­ 
buckle at his hearing It was shown 
by his estimate that 
the 
defense 
might take two days. 
Defense attorneys made no esti­ 
mate. 
Judge Lazarus, before whom the 
case was heard, had three courses 
open "to him after hearing the evi­ 
dence :

KEEP POLITICS I i BUSINESS SEPARATE 
URGES SECRETARY OE LABOR IN SPEECH 


Columbus, Sept. 22.— “The best 
thing we can do in America is to 
keep politics and business apart,” 
declared Secretary of Labor Davis, 
addressing guests at a 
luncheon 
given in his honor by officials of the 
Columbus chamber of commerce. 
“Whenever we mix government 
in business, politics creep in 
and, 
after that, trouble,” continued Sec­ 
retary Davis. “Let us not meddle 
too much in the internal affairs of 
business and industry, but rather, 
leave those affairs to practical men 
who understand them, helping and 
encouraging them in every possible 
way." 
Discussing the American worker, 
Secretary Davis said: 
“Wo have only,to meet the Amer­ 
ican workman’! native thrift with a 


fair wage and he cheerfully will fin­ 
ance the future as he has financed 
months of idleness. 
‘‘We hear a great deal about the 
living wage. I am against the living 
wage. It is not enough. 
Th© man 
like the American workman needs, 
h© earns, and he demands, some­ 
thing more than that. We need to 
hear something of the saving wage. 
“Our skilled and thrifly worker 
wants, as the president has 
said, 
‘enough to make his house a home, 
enough to insure that the struggle 
for existence shall not crowd out the 
things truly worthy of existing for.’ 
“Give ti^e American workman the 
saving wage and he 
will 
do 
the 
saving, 'rimes would be far wots* 
than they are if our workers 
had 
not beeh the great savers they are.”

'i’he little suburb of Oppau on 
the Rhine was a scene of desolation 
and woe and the whole countryside 
for miles around bore witness of the 
force of the explosion. 
Doctors, ambulances and medical j 
supplies have been rushed to Lud­ 
wigshafen 
from all 
the 
nearby ( 
cities. 
Thousands of 
workmen, 
volun- j 
leers and soldiers are engaged in 
searching the wreckage of th© fac­ 
tories and homes for bodies. 
Temporary morgues have 
been 
erected all around the scene of the 
explosion and today they presented 
scenes of pathos. Frantic women be­ 
sieged th© building, searching for j 
missing fathers, husbands, -brothers 
and sons. 
Police guard has been establish­ 
ed around the morgues and it was 
all they could do to hold back the 
screaming, weening, surging mass­ 
es. Every family 
in the 
wrecked 
town had suffered bereavement and 
many persons far distant from the 
scene had been killed either by the 
shock or by flying debris. 
Many of the bodies were so badly j 
torii and mangled as to make iden-; 
tification impossible. It is expected I 
that a public funeral will be held 
for those. 
Some of the victims wer© com- j 
pletely blown to pieces making

uncertain that the exact number of 
killed will ever be known. 
The rescue workers had a grue­ 
some task. As they tore through the

Late dispatches estimate th© total 
damage at 200,000,000 marks (nor­ 
mally $48,000,000) 
of which 138,- 
000,000 marks is covered by insur- 
cane. 
At the Mannheim offices of the 
Badische analine company it was 
learned that 4,000 tons of saltpetre 
that was stored in the plant had ex­ 
ploded. The saltpetre had previous­ 
ly been examined and 
pronounced 
safe and “unexplodable.” 
Appau was a war town. 
It grew 
up around the dye plant which 'vtiH 
erected for the manufacture of poison 
gas during tho war. 
It was only a

Mannheim. 
It was one of the first 
places where poison gas was mlufu- 
f actu rod for war purposes.

Washington, Sept. 22.—The gravest 
coal crisis confronting the nation in 
years iq due within th© next 
sixty 
flays, experts forecast today. 
Nothing short of a coal famine dur. 
ing tho coming winter faces the mid- 
dIewest and northwest Which are sup­ 
plied by the bituminous 
coal fields 
according to present indications. 
The weekly production of bitumin­ 
ous coal has been nearly 
Ir.TWO.ffOO 
tons short 
of normal. 
When 
the 
“rush season’’ begins, which will be 
about the middle or end of October, 
railroads will not have enough cars 
to move coal, it is predicted. 
“From then on it will be a question 
of transportation," said John B. Pratt 
of the National Coal Association to­ 
day. 
“There has been a shortage of. 
cars for the last three year\ There 
is no possibility of the railroads get­ 
ting enough car* to supply the de­ 
mand for winter coal. 
In the mid- 
dlewest and the northwest it will be 
impossible to relieve fhe 
suffering 
that will result, for the householder 
will bo affected as well as industries 
and public utilities. 
There will not be enough coal moved 
to keep street car and electric light 
plants going, not to mention indus­ 
tries that may b£ operating. 
“I speak only of 
the 
bituminous 
coal situation. 
We urged the pubic 
all summer to lay in their winter coal 
supply, knowing this critical situa­ 
tion would arise, 
lf coal prices are 
high now, they are bound to be higher 
when winter comes.-* 
“Prices always rise when th eres a 
shortage in any commodity," 
said 
Pratt. 
“It is the retail dealer, how­ 
ever, who fixes the price of coal for 
th0 consumer, not the wholesaler, and 
only tho retailers can forecast 
the 
size of the householders coal bill the 
coming winter." 
Russia to Negotiate For 
Settlement of Her Debt 


Plans and Hopes of Soviet Outlined By Trade Commis­ 
sioner—Will Attempt to Prevent Recurrence 
Of Famine By Irrigation. 


Berlin, Sept. 22.—Soviet Russia in­ 
tends to enter into negotiations with 
England and France for settlement of 
the national debts which Russia con­ 
tracted in those countries under the 
old czarist regime, Leonid Krassin, 
bolshevik trade commissioner told the 
International News Service today. 
In the most important 
interview 
that has ever come from an official 
of the Moscow government, M. Kras- 
sin outlined the following plans and 
hopes of the soviet. 
1—Construct an irrigation 
system 
in th© Volga district to assist agricul­ 
ture and prevent a 
recurrence 
of 
famines such as Russia is now suffer­ 
ing. 
2—Rehabilitate the nation commer­ 
cially, industrially and agriculturally 
as the United States was reconstruct­ 
ed after the Civil war. 
3—Meet foreign debts and restore 
the normal value of Russian money, j 
4—Secure vast supplies outside of 
Russia through long time credits. 
M. Krassin admitted that the Rus­ 
sian ruble whose value before the 
war Was fifty cents in United States 
money has depreciated fifteen thou­ 
sand times. 
This means 
that 300 
paper Russian rubles could now be J 
purchased in Russia for the value of \ 
one American cent. 
The soviet official was seen at the 
soviet embassy which was recently 
opened in Berlin for trade and diplo­ 
matic purposes. 
At the outset 
he 
produced a book and as he tapped the 
back of it with his finger 
he 
ex­ 
claimed: 
‘’Here are plans to prevent a re­ 
currence of the Volga famine. 
Such 
famines were recurrent 
under 
the 
czars. We intend to build canal® and 
dams to retain the water of the win­ 
ter snows which will Insure a rotation 
of crops. 
Before the work can b$ 
done we must purchase excavating 
machinery, trucks, tractors, road roll­ 
ers and concrete mixers. 
“The question of making payment 
is a different one. 
A vast tract of 


land is exhausted as a result of war­ 
fare. Recent strife on the Polish and 
Finnish borders caused the destruc­ 
tion to highways, railways and such 
works in many sections. We need a 
breathing space. 
“Our position is similar to that of 
the United States after the civil war, 
We hope to come back 
in 
similar 
style. 
But it is absolutely necessary 
to improve agriculture. I think that 
the psychology of our people that af­ 
ter time* of great stress, such as we 
have passed through our productivity 
will be greater than ^ver before. 
“As a rule we shall want long time 
credits, at least five years; and long­ 
er for larger sums.

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ENGINEERS FIND MAGNESIUM PISTON ADDS TO CAR'S LIFE 


New Metal Lighter Than 
Aluminum

ELOQUENT STORY OF 
PUBLIC’S HOPE FOR PARLEY. 


President Harding has resumed his place at the helm of state 
with his summer holidays behind him and a season of responsi­ 
bilities ahead of him in many respects unmatched in the history 
of the presidency. 
It is the event which will concentrate the 
thought of the world eight weeks hence— the Armament Confer­ 
ence— that takes front rank among Mr. Harding's concerns. 
The President faces them fortified by a spirit of hopeful­ 
ness that is as wide as the Republic itself. The White House mail 
bag since time immemorial has been a trusted index of American 
public opinion. Its contents in the last few weeks have left Presi­ 
dent Harding in no doubt of what the country thinks about the 
conference. 
Its expectations are high—almost too high—and its 
desires are sincere to the point of prayerfulness. 
The people of the United States who pour out their hearts 
to “Dear Mr. President” are showing in their letters that Mr. 
Harding’s concrete move to lift the “staggering burden” of arma­ 
ments has awakened lively hopes throughout the Nation.
